SARL SPECIAL GENERAL MEETINGS RESULTS 


New subscription rates and a budget for the coming year were successfully agreed 
at the Special General Meetings held on Saturday 21st June at the NARC. In 


addition five new councilors were appointed to fill vacant positions on Council. 
The meetings resulted in significant and positive change for the SARL, and a 
new direction was set for the new year. 


It is regretted that certain councilors resigned from the Council. 
BACKGROUND 


At the AGM held in Bloemfontein in March this year, the members rejected the 
subscriptions and budget proposed by Council, thus forcing an SGM to be held. 
Subsequently a group of members submitted a motion of censure in Council, 
and particularly the Finance Committee, for not applying sufficient control over 
SARL expenditure. 


Over the last few weeks an ad hoc committee was formed by a group of concerned 
members representing most regions, to analyse and make recommendations on 
how the SARL could be restructured. 


Subsequently Sid Tyler, ZS6AYC and Kobus van der Merwe, ZS6JPY, submit- 
ted their resignations from Council. 


SPECIAL GENERAL MEETING NO 1 


At the first SGM, the ad hoc committee presented its interim report. This 
report contained a review of the challenges faced by the SARL, and a set of 
recommendations to Council. A summary of the report will shortly be made 
available to members on the SARL web site. 


Three alternative budgets were then discussed and voted on. The result of this 
was to set the fees for the coming year as follows: 


Ordinary and senior members R285 per annum; Family members R60 per an- 
num; Foreign members R600 per annum. 


The following council members then submitted their resignations: 
Richard Seddon, ZS2CLI; Rassie Erasmus, ZS1YT; Karl Canitz, ZSIKC. 
Koos vd Merwe, ZS6JPY, tendered his resignation prior to the meetings. 


Council regrets the departure of these members and conveys its thanks to them 
for their services to the SARL and the SARL Council. 


Prior to the meeting a call was made for nominations to fill the vacant positions 
on Council. As the above resignations gave rise to more vacancies than nomi- 
nations received, the following members were elected unopposed to Council: 


Andrew Roos, ZS1AN; Graham Hartlett, ZS6GJH; John Smith, ZS6AN; Peter 
Hers, ZS6PHD; Ton van Dijk, ZS6ANA; Yvonne van Dijk, ZR6TBL. 


SPECIAL GENERAL MEETING NO 2 


This meeting was called specifically to consider the two motions of censure. 


The first motion, to censure the 2002/03 Council for exceeding the authorized 
budget without having first obtained the agreement of members as required by 
the Rules, was carried by a majority of members present and proxies held by 
them. However, the second motion, calling for the resignation from Council of 
the Treasurer and those Council Members who served on the 2002/03 Finance 
Committee was defeated.

At the first Council Meeting held directly following the SGMs the following 
appointments were made by Council:

ZS6AZJ, Hayden Stanley, and his son Tim, ZS6BID, will talk about a 9-band 
home brew all coverage receiver and other topics. 


ZS6UT, ED, and ZS1FG, Alan will give presentations about antennas for 160 
metres and antennas for restriced areas. 


ZS6YQ, Bushy will give a talk about the restoration of older radios. 


ZS6LP, Bert, will talk about antennas as well as easy and cheap antenna anal- 
ysers. 


ZS5WC, William, will be showing off his 40 m TX/RX kit, of which he has, to 
date, more than 30 orders, some from as far afield as the USA. 


According to this information it appears that the presentations will be both 
interesting and instructive and it should be the priority of all amateurs who are 


within travelling distance to attend this function on the 28th June. Gates open 
at 09:00 for a starting time of 10:00.
